All of my correspondence with you 
has been a pleasure as well as an edu­ 
cation. but I do not know of one le tte r 
of yours that 1 have saved afte r read 
tag and answering it. so if any c hair­ 
man wrote to me and asked me to turn 
over Dr. Crockett's letters to him for 
politic al purposes 1 would think that 
fellow' was a very ‘cheap skate ’ and 
was unlit to answer his le tte rs, for it 
would be placing me in a position of 
selling out my friend, and he must 
r a t e | 
me as 
a very cheap artic le 
if 
he 
thought, he could get any information 
out of me against a frie nd.” 
The foregoing is Colonel M artin M I 
MulhaM’s estimate of persons who 
se ll | 
private correspondence that political 
exigencies may be met thereby. 
The 
le tte r which contained this expression 
of the colonel’s views is In his own j 
handwriting, embodied in the general 
tiles of the Mulhall correspondence as 
delive re d to the investigating commit­ 
tee. 
The quoted paragraph is a por­ 
tion of a le tte r addressed to Dr. George 
1-antr.v Crockett of Thomaston. Me., 
and was dated Sept 28. 1908. from In­ 
dianapolis. 
Se nator Nelson read the paragraph 
to the committee. 
Mulhall asked at 
the conclusion of the reading: 
"Do 
you want to interrogate me on that. 
Senator Nelson?" 
"No.” said Senator Nelson. "I don’t 
think that w ill be necessary." 
"W e ll, senator," Mulhall stated in a 
loud voice, "if you were working for a 
bunch like the National Association of 
Manufac ture rs you would find it was 
necessary to save your le tte rs."

ended 
the incident 
arid 
the 
c om m itte e resumed its review of the 
correspondence. 
Colonel 
Mulhall 
grows restive under the tedium of the 
e xam ination. 
He broke forth against 
the officials and attorneys of the N. A. 
M. 
He said:

They sit and stsre at me and are en­ 
deavoring to intim idate me in 
e v e r y 
way.

M ulhall’s promised disclo­ 
sures as to the alleged attempt on the 
part of the N. A. M. to bribe Samuel 
Compers to change sides in the fight 
or to play traitor to the American Fed­ 
e ration of Labor then came. 
Mulhall 
told his story with much dram atic e f­ 
fect, raising his voice until it rang to 
the oute r corridors. 
M ulhall’s story was that he had a 
me eting in New York with 
Messrs. 
VanCleave and Schwertman. who told 
him to call on Atherton Brownell, who 
had charge of the N. A. M .’s publicity 
bureau in New 
York. 
This was in 
19 07 
or 
1908. 
Mulhall 
called 
and 
Brownell informed him of a plan to 
get Gompers, saying a man 
named 
Broughton Brandenburg was then in 
Georgia following Gompers. 
He said 
he (Brow ne ll) had undertaken the mis­ 
sion. 
M ulhall was not sure if it was 
for the purpose of the publicity bu­ 
reau or for the purpose of bribe ry for 
$40,000. 
"How 
much?"

Gompers and a lot of others, and he 
was sure he would make the goal he 
was chasing." 
M ulhall said he expressed his disap­ 
proval of it to both Brownell and Van- 
Oleave.

The strike rs had hopes that the ef­ 
forts of Seth Low, president of the 
Civic Federation, who had a confer­ 
ence with the managers' committee to 
induce the managers to withdraw their 
propositions, would prove successful, 
but the position of the managers was 
unchanged when the conference was 
over.

Telegram s from 
Salonika say the j 
Roumanian. Greek and Servian armies 
w ill inarch on Sofia and dic tate terms 
of peace at the Bulgarian c apital 
On 
the othe r hand a Bucharest dispatch I 
states that although the Roumanian 
arm y continues to advance on Sofia, 
the Roumanian government has not 
yet definitely decided to occupy the 
Bulgarian capital. 
The Daily Express says that K in g , 
Charles of Roumania has answered 
the message of King Ferdinand of Bul­ 
garia, in reference 
to the basis on 
w'hich he is prepared to re store rela 
lions of friendship between the two 
countries. 
Although the reply is not 
published, it is understood that its t e n ­ 
or is that it is necessary in m aking 
peace with Roumania. also to make j 
peace with Servia and Greece, and that 
the Roumanian monarch is c arrying • 
on negotiations toward this end 
According to a Servian official re ­ 
port the main Bulgarian arm y is now 
massed lietween Kustendil and Dub- ! 
nitza. and about forty miles south of 
Sofia, and 
here the Bulgarians w ill I 
make the ir last stand If the allie s at­ 
tempt to march on the c apital. 
It is 
said, however, that the Bulgarians are 
wholly unprepared to resist any at­ 
tempted invasion of Sofia, and should 
the Roumanians push on they could 
e nte r at any time. 
The charges in regard to 
m a s s a c r e s 
and outrages of various kinds are re ­ 
peated from both Bulgarian and Greek 
and Servian sources. 
The Greeks are hurrying to the town 
of Xantbi. in Macedonia, to protect the

tect them on the way; late r they will 
return to Mexico. 
Eben F. Gre enlaw, whc has a big 
lumber mill near 
El Ora. a mining 
town In the state of Mexico, came back 
with his wife and twro little children. 
He said women and children were in 
great peril in the c ountry because of 
the ac tivity of revolutionists and ban 
dits. 
Zapatistas had raided hacienda f in 
his neighborhood. 
A ll the well-to-do 
foreigners and many we althy Mexicans 
were 
fleeing 
the 
country, 
believing 
that the Huerta adm inistration 
was 
doomed and that 
the re might be a 
reign of anarchy pending the estab­ 
lishment of another government. 
Rail 
communication to the north bad been 
cut off and the only way out of the 
country was by wate r. 
The Esperanza 
might have taken many more passen­ 
gers if she had had room for them.

days by the improvement of the high 
ways ami a saving of SB a day in d riv ­ 
er's pay alone finis has been effected. 
Hen I ly good roads would *•’ ve the cot- 
1 Ali states o f the south approxim ately 
$2.000,000 annually in hauling charges, 
according 
to the department, 
which 
gives these figures to prove its co n ten ­ 
tion: 
“In the cotton states o f the south 
the average haul of cotton from the 
farm 
to 
the 
shipping point 
is 
11.8 
miles. 
T h e average load Is about t .700 
pounds 
a little more than three bales 
and the average cost is so cen ts per
